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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312, To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Peirce Matthew on December 1 3, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 4: delete [preferably] to avoid 112, 2"^ rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4 allowed, 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
There is no prior art teach or suggest a locator apparatus comprising: 

a card having two sides comprising a front side and a rear side, a central cutout 
region in the middle of the card, the centra! cutout region preferably having a circular 
shape, a circular speaker mounted within the central cutout region, a telephone 
computer chip attached to the circular speaker, the telephone computer chip 
electronically connected to the circular speaker, the telephone computer chip capable of 
receiving telephone calls to a particular telephone number, power means for providing 
power to the circular speaker and the telephone computer chip, wherein the telephone 
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computer chip, upon being called by another telephone, will activate the speaker, 
causing the speaker to emit noise. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
